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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendments change the scope of the indepent claims and would require further search and/or 
consideration. The claims originally defined the cache memory as determining whether to fetch an instruction from an external memory 
according to a control signal, whereas the proposed amendments further define where the fetch instruction may not be fetched from the 
external memory according to a control signal. This proposed amendment would exclude the definition of "determine" that the Examiner 
was using in rejection the claims, namely that "determining" can mean "to fix conclusively" (see paragraphs 30-33 of Final Rejection).
